I, James B. Bear, declare and state the following: 

1. I am a patent attorney at Knobbe, Martens, Olson and Bear, LLP, which 
represents Travel Services International, Inc. ("Travel Services Intemational") with regard to 
certain intellectual property matters. 

2. I am informed and believe that Martin Schiflf, Kathleen Sussman- Wiles, Vivian

4. I am informed and believe that Fred Locicero participated in a project to develop 
systems and methods of comparing product information on behalf of Travel Services 
Intemational.

6. On December 13, 2000, 1 had a letter sent by Federal Express Priority Overnight 
Service to Fred Locicero, 58 Camegie Drive, Smithtown, NY 11787. The letter included a copy 
of the above-referenced U.S. patent application, a Declaration by Inventors for the application, 
and an Assignment form for the application. The letter asked Fred Locicero to sign the enclosed 
Declaration by Inventors, sign and notarize the Assignment forai, and then return the papers to 
me. A copy of the delivery documentation, the letter, and the enclosures relating to the above- 
referenced patent application are attached hereto as Exhibit A and are incorporated herein by 
reference. 

7. On April 4, 2001, I sent a letter written on April 2, 2001 by Federal Express 
Standard Overnight Service to Fred Locicero, 58 Camegie Drive, Smithtown, NY 11787. The 
letter was a follow-up to the December 13, 2000 letter and contained additional copies of the 
Declarations by Inventors and Assignments. Fred Locicero was asked to complete the forms per 
the instructions in the prior letter and retum to me in a provided Federal Express envelope.

The letter was a follow-up 
to both the December 13, 2000 and April 2, 2001 letters. The letter urged Fred Locicero to sign 
and notarize the Declaration and Assignment and retum them to me or notify me why he was 
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unwilling to sign the Declaration and Assignment. A copy of the delivery documentation and the 
letter are attached hereto as Exhibit C and are incorporated herein by reference. 

9. On May 10, 2001, 1 received a voice message from Fred Locicero. Fred Locicero 
informed me that his lawyer was reviewing the documents and he would return the documents 
after his lawyer had a chance to review them. Fred Locicero also left a phone number of (631) 
724-8499. 

10. On July 20, 2001, 1 sent a final letter via U.S.P.S. Certified Mail Service to Fred 
Locicero, 58 Carnegie Drive, Smithtown, NY 11787. The letter was a follow-up to both the 
December 13, 2000 and April 5, 2001 letters. The letter informed Fred Locicero that after May 
10, 2000 I had not received any contact from him regarding the Assignment and Declaration. 
Further, the letter informed Fred Locicero that if I did not hear soon I would have no choice but 
to inform the PTO of his refiisal to sign. A copy of the deUvery documentation and the letter are 
attached hereto as Exhibit D and are incorporated herein by reference. 

11. On August 16, 2001, I instructed Amy C. Christensen, an attorney at Knobbe, 
Martens, Olson, and Bear, LLP, to contact Fred Locicero via telephone to follow up on the status 
of the documents. She informed me that she left a voice message on August 16, 2001 at

12. As of August 22, 2001 I have not received any additional contact from Fred 
Locicero, after the May 10, 2001 voice message, in response to the letters I sent him.
